BB IT BESOLVED BY THE 8KNATB, THB
HOUSE Or REPRESENTATIVES CON-

CURRING THEREIN:

That at tha general election to ba hetd la
this auta on tha first Tueedsy after tha flrat
Monday In November In tba rear 101. thera
shall be submitted to tha qualified Totera of
thla atata for adoption, the following- - propose
amendment to tha Constitution ta repeal sec-

tion 11 of article 10 of tha state Constitution!
and to enact a new section In Ilea thereof s
follows:

flection 1. That section 11 of article 10
of tha Constitution of Missouri la hereby re-

pealed.
Bee. 9. That In lien of section 11 of arti-

cle 10 of the Constitution of Missouri hereby
repealed, thera la enacted the following new
action to ba known as section 11, article 10,

Yl.:
Bee. 11. Taxes for county, city, town and

school purposes may be levied on all subjects
and objects of taxation; but the Taluatlon of
property therefor shall not exceed tha vslaa-tlo- n

of the eame property In auch town, city
or school district for atata and oounty pur-
poses. For county purposes the annual rata
on property. In counties having alx million dol
lars or less, shall not, in the aggregate, exceea
fifty cents on tha hundred dollars valuation;
In counties having six million dollars and under
ten million dollars, said rate shall not exceed YESforty cents on the hundred dollars valuation;
la counties bavins; ten million dollars and

Oder thirty million dollars, said rate ahaU
not exceed fifty cents on tha hundred dollars
valuation; and In counties bsvlnr thirty mil
lion dollars or more, said rate shall not exceed
thlrty-flr- e rents on the hundred dollars valua-
tion. For city and town purposes the annual
rate on property In cities and towns having NOthirty thousand Inhabitants or more, shall not.
In the aggregate, exceed one hundred cents on
the one hundred dollsra valuation; In cities and (Scratch" onetowns having leas thsn thirty thoussnd and
over ten thousand Inhabitant!, ssld rates shatl of tbe
not exceed sixty cents on the hundred dollars
valuation; In cities and towns having lesa above.)'
than ten thousand and more than one
sand Inhabitants, said rate shsll not e Treed
fifty cents on the hundred dollsrs vslnstlon;
and In towns baring one thoussnd Inhabitants,
or less, said rate shall not exceed twenty-fir- e

centa on the hundred dollars vslustton. For
chool purposes In districts composed of cities

which here one hundred thoussnd Inhabitants
or more, the annual rate on property shall not
exceed alxty cents on the hundred dollars val-
uation and in oOher districts shall not exceed
forty cents on tho hundred dollars vnluatlon;
PROVIDED, the aforesaid annual rates for
school purposes msr be Increased, In all dis-

tricts, to nn amount not to exceed one dollar
on tha hundred dollars valuation, on the con-
dition that a majority of the voters who are
taxpayers, voting at an election held to de-
cide the question, vote for said Increase. For
the purpose of erecting puhlic buildings In
counties, cities or school districts, the rate of
taxation herein limited may be Increased when
the rate of such Increase and purpose for
wblch It Is Intended shall bare been submit-
ted to a vote of the people, and s of
the qualified voters of such county, city or
achool district, voting at such election, shall
vote therefor. The rate herein allowed to each
county shall be ascertained by the amount of
taxable property therein, according to the last
assessment for state and county pnrjioses, and
the rate allowed to each city or town by the
number of Inhabitants, according to the leat
census taken under the authority of the state,
or of the United States: said restrictions aa to
rates shall spply-t- taxes of every kind and
description whether general or special, except
taxes to psr valid Indebtedness now existing
or bonds which may be leaned In renewal of
such Indebtedness: PROVIDED, that the city
of St. Louis mar levy for municipal purposes.
In addition to the munlclpsl rate of taxation
above provided, a rate not exceeding the rata
which wonld be allowed for county purposes If
said city were part of a county.

SECOND CONSTITUTIONAL
AMENDMENT.

Joint and concurrent resolution submitting ta
tha qualified voters of tha stats of Mis-
souri an amsndmsnt to tha Constitution of
said atata, concerning tha "Publio school
fund."

BE IT RESOLVED BY TUB SENATE, THB
HOUSE OP REPRESENTATIVES CON-
CURRING TIIEREIN:

That at the general election to be held In
this state on the Tuesday next following the
first Monday In November, A. I). 1918. there
shall be submitted to the qualified voters of
this state for adoption, the following amend-
ment to the Constitution of this state:

Section 1. Amend section 0 of article XI
Of the Constitution, by striking out of said sec-
tion the words "Ordinary revenus of the state"
In lines fourteen (14) and fifteen (IB) of said
section, as It appear on pages 129 and 130 of
tha Revised Statutes of Missouri for the year
WOO, and by Inserting In lieu thereof the
words "Receipts of the state treasury, other
than those derived by the authority of section

of article XI of the Constitution," so that
said section as amended will resd as follows:

Bee. 6. The proceeds of all lands that
have been or hereafter may be granted by tha
united utatee to thla stste. and not otherwise
appropriated by thla state or the United
States: also, all moneys, stocks, bonds, lands
and other property now belonging to any stateIYESfond for purposes of education; also, the
proceeds of all sales of lands and other prop
erty and effect that may accrue to the state
by escheat, from unclaimed dividends and dis-
tributive share of the estates of deceased
persons; also, any "proceeds of the sales of the
publto lands which may have been, or here-
after may be made to this state, and not other-
wise NOappropriated by tha stste or the terms
of tha grant, gift or devise, shall be paid into
the state treasury, ana securely Invested and c v
sacredly preserved a a public school fund; l&CratCB One
th annual Income of which fund, to-- 0f fha(ether with so much of the receipts of the
state treasury, other than those derived by RDOYC)
the authority of section 8 of article XI of the
Constitution, as may be by law set apart for
that purpose, ahall be faithfully appropriated
for establishing and maintaining the free pub-ll-e

schools snd tba state university In this
article provided for, and for no other uses or
purposes whatsoever.

Sec. 2. That section T of article XI of the
Constitution he repealed and atrlrken out, and
the following new section adopted In Ilea
thereof:

Sef. T. In addition to th tax for atata
purposes, authorised by section 8 of article X
of the Constitution, there shall be levied and
collected fifteen centa oa the one hundred
dollar valuation, on all the taxable property of

aral assembly, shall stand appropriated for and
ahall constitute a fund for tha support of the
free publio schools of the state, and for a
other uses or purposes whatsoever. In ease th

It ahall be above.y
the duty of the county court of aay eonnty la
this state, when authorised annually so to do
by a majority of the qualified voter of any
road district, general or special, voting thereon
at an election bold for auch purpose, to make
a levy of not to exceed seventy-fir- e centa oa
the one hundred dollars valuation en all prop-
erty within auch district, to be collected la th
same manner a atat and county taxes are
collected, and placed to the credit of the road
district suthorlilng each special levy. It shall
be the dnty of the oounty court, on petition
of not less than ten qualified voters and tax
payers residing within any such road district,
to submit the question of authorising such apo-

dal levy to the qualified voter of such district
at a special election to be held for that pur-
pose, within twenty days after tha filing of
such petition.

That at the general election to be neld on
the first Tuesday following the first Monday In
November, IMS, the following amendment to
the Constitution of Missouri, concerning taxa-
tion, shall be submitted to the qualified voter

Section 1. Thst article X of the Consti-
tution of Missouri be, and the same Is hereby
amended, by adding thereto one new section, YESto be known as section twenty-tw- o a (22a),
which Is In words and figures as follows:

Sec. 22a. A state tax of ten centa on the
one hundred dollars assessed valuation shall
be levied and collected on all objects and sub-
jects of taxation In the same manner that the
state and county taxes are collected. One-hal- f

of all moneys derived from said levy ahall be NOplaced to the credit of the state road fund.
shall be apportioned to the coun-

ties and ths city of St. Louis according to
their respective areas and according (Scratch one
to population. It shall be the duty of the of thostate auditor to make such apportionments and
certify the same to the state treasurer for above.)
payment to the counties and the city of St.
Louis. Such fund when collected shall be
used by the counties for the construction and
maintenance of public roads, and by the city
of St. Louis for the construction and mainte-
nance of the atreeta and alleys therein. When-
ever the taxable property of the atate shall
amount to three billion dollars, the rote In thla
act ahall be reduced to five centa on the on
hundred dollar valuation.

A proposition to establiih la th Hat tree.
ary a hemtatsad loan fond to be loaned to
eitisans ef the atate ef Missouri for tho
purpose of purchasing homsstsada aad
erecting permanent improvement thereon,
to be secured by a first Ilea on the home-
stead and to bear three per cent Interest
commencing one year from the date of the
loan; providing for the repayment thereof,
and empowering the Legislature ta enact
aecesaary legislation to make effective th
provisions hereof,

BB IT ENACTED BT THB PEOPLE OF THB
STATE OF MISSOURI:

The Constitution of the state shsll be and
the same Is hereby amended by adding the fol-
lowing Section to Article XTV thereof:

Sec. 13. There Is hereby established In the
State Treasury a fund to be known a the
Homestead Loan Fund.

Said Homestead Lean Fund ahall be lent to
citizens of Missouri for the following purposes
and for nn other purpose whatsoever: (1) to
purchase homesteads; (2) to erect permanent
Improvements on homesteads. Not more thsn
three-fourt- of the appraised value of any
homestead shall be lent thereon; PROVIDED,
however, that three-fourth- s of the appraised
value of the Improvement may be added to the
three-fourt- of the appraised value of the
land to asrertaln tho limit of the loan. No
loan exceeding three thoussnd dollars shnll be
made on one homestead. Every loan shall be
secured by r.ot- - and mortgage or deed of trust
constituting a first Hen on the homestead,

taxes and speclsl assessments: and the
Improvements on the homestead shnll be kept
safely Insured against fire and windstorms o
the full Insurable value, thereof, and the poli-

cies shall be assigned aa additional security
for the loan. Every loan made from said fund
ahull bear Interest at three per cent per an-
num, beginning one year after date of the
loan, which Interest, together with

of the principal, chall be paid at the end
of the second vesr and at the end of each year
Hereafter until the loan Is paid In full;

however, that If the homestead oa
which such loan Is made shall cease to be used
as auch by the owner thereof or hi family.'
tbm the unpaid portion of such loan shall be-
come payable In three equal Installments fall-
ing due at the dates of the next three Install-
ments of the loan as due by the original term
thereof, with Interest at six per cent per
annum.

It shall be the duty of the Legislature at
Its first meeting following the ratification of
this amendment to enact such legislation a
may give full force and effect to the provision
thereof, and of all atate and local officers re-

spectively to execute the same under penalty of
a forfeiture of their office.

EIGHTH CONSTITUTIONAL

Providing that all public revenues shall be
derived from taxation npan the nnimproved
value of land based npon assessments made
oa and after June 1st, 1818, and from
taxes upon th manufacture and sale ef

OF QUALIFIED VOTERS OF THB BTATB
OF MISSOURI:

That at the general election to be held JB
Tuesday, following tha first Monday In No-
vember, 1818, there ahall be submitted to tha
qualified voters of Missouri, for adoptloa or
rejection, tbe following constitutional amend-
ment, The repeal of Section Sixteen
and Seventeen of Article Nine of the Constitu-
tion of Missouri, and th adoption of th foW
lowing new sections In lien thereof:

Section 16. Charter Framed by Large Citi-
es- Any city having a population ef more
than one hundred thonannd Inhabitants may
frame and adopt a charter for tte own govern-
ment, consistent with and subject to the Can
etltutlon and law of th atate In th follow-
ing manner:

The legislative authorities of the elty may
provide, by ordinance, for submission to tba
voter the question; "Sball a commission bo
chosen to frame a charter?" If such ordinance .

becomes effective more than alxty day before
the next election such question sball be sub-
mitted at anrh election, and If not, then at th
next general election thereafter, except a
herein otherwise provided. Such question shall
also be submitted, when requested, by a peti-
tion algned by 15 per rent of tha qualified
voters of such city, filed with the Board of
Flection Commissioners or such board or of-
ficials as msy be In charge of municipal elec-
tions In uch city. If such petition prays for
a special election and la algned by 20 per cent
of the qualified voter of auch city, a speclsl
election shall be held In inch city not lea
than sixty day, nor more than ninety day,
after tbe filing of such petition. The per-
centage of elector required to sign any peti-
tion provided for herein shall ba bend upon
th total number of elector voting at th last
preceding general municipal election. The pe-
tition herein provided for ahall be eanvaased
by the Board of Election Commissioners or eth-
er officials having charge of municipal elec-
tions in such elty. and Its determination a ta
tbe sufficiency of such petition shall be final.
The question of whether or not a commission
sball be chosen to frame a new charter and
the name of elector or set of nsmes of

- elector of the city, who are candidate for
the proposed commission, shall be printed on tba
same ballot. Candidates for th proposed com-
mission shall be nominated by petition slrned
by not less thsn per cent of the qualified
voter of such city and filed with tbe Board of
Flection Commissioners, or other officials hav
ing charge of municipal elections In such city,
at least thirty days prior to snch election;
PROVIDED, that In no case shall th signature
of more than 1,000 voters be required to nomi-
nate a candidate. If a majority of elector
voting on the question of whether or not a
charter commission shall be chosen to frame a
charter, vote In the affirmative, then, the
thirteen candidates receiving the greater num-
ber of votes shnll constitute snch commission.

Any charter so framed shall be signed by
a majority of tbe commission, and filed with
aatd election officials, who shall submit said
charter to the electors of the Pity at an elec-
tion to be held at a time fixed liy the charter
commission, but at least thirty dsys subse-
quent to the completion of the charter and not
more than one year from the date of tbe elec-
tion of such comiuls-lo- n. Any part or rlrta
of a charter so framed may be subm'ttta to b
voted upon sepsrately and shall be deemed
adonted if. It shall receive a majority of the
votes cast on that proposition. Any alterna-
tive section or article may be presented for
the choice of tbe voters and may be voted oa
sepsrately and accented or rejected, sepa-
rately, without prejudice to other articles or
sections of the chnrter. If n charter Is adopt-
ed at such election that section or article sub-
mitted In the alternative, which receives tho
greater number of votes, shall lie deemed
adopted. If any snch proposed charter be ap-
proved by a majority of the electors votinC
on the proposition of whether or not auch
charter shall be adopted. It shall become tho
charter of snch city at tbe time fixed therein.
Duplicate certlfcates shall be made, setting
forth the charter adopted and Its ratification,
which shall be signed by the chief magi strata
of the city, and authenticated by its corporate
seal. One of such certified copies shall be
deposited in the office of the Secretary1 of
State and the other, after being recorded la
the records of tbe elty, 'shall be deposited

i among the archives of tbe city and all courts
shall take judicial notice thereof. The notice
for any election provided for In this section
shall be published for at least three weeka la
at least one newspaper printed In auch city,
which newspaper shall hare a bona fide sale or
circulation In auch dry of at leaat 2,000 cop-
ies of each Issue. In which such notice Is pub-
lished, and which newspaper baa been pub-
lished continuously for fifty-tw- o weeks next
before the publication of snch notice, such
pnbltcstlon of such notice to he made at least
once each week and nn the same day of the
week In each of said three weeka, and tbe laat
publication to be within two weeka of the
dare of auch election.

Section IT. Amendment to any charter
framed and adopted nnder the authority of
Section Sixteen of Article Nine of thla Con-
stitution, may be submitted to the electors by
a charter commission In the manner provided
for the submission of a complete charter.
Amendment may also be proposed by tha
legislative authority of the xlty or by a peti-
tion of not less than IS per cent of the quall- -'

fled voters of the city, filed with the Board of
Election Commissioners, or offlclala having
charge of municipal elections In such city,
setting forth auch proposed amendment. Tho
legislative authorities of the city sball at one
provide, by ordinance, that any amendment so
proposed shall be submitted to the elector at
the next election held In the dry not less than
sixty days after Its passage, or at a special
election. If called for In tbe manner herein-
above proposed. In Section Sixteen of thla
Article. Any proposed amendment submitted
to tbe electors, and approved by a majority of
thoss voting thereon, ahall become a part of
the dry charter at tha time and under the
conditions fixed In auch amendment; and sec-

tions or articles may be submitted In the al-

ternative and determined In the same way aa
hereinbefore provided with reference to al-

ternative sections or article of a eomplsta
charter.
